bleſſedneſſe. Raiſe up in me by this bleſſed Sacrament, 
a continuall remembrance of thy bitter paſſion: make 
mee retaine it in my mind, as a ſufficient ranſome of 
my Redemption: let mee never doubt of the forgive- 
neſſe of my ſins: and as often as Satan aſſaileth mee 
with his deadly temptations, give mee grace to run to 
this Sanctuary, as to a ſt ong armour of defence: ſo 
that no tribulation, anguiſſyperlecution, life or death, 
ſeparate me from Chriſt my Head, whereupon being 
made faſt by thy holy Sacrament received, I (as a li- 
ring member) depend: and let mee know that I am 
fed and refreſhed by thy Body, and precious blood, 
that waſhed therewith, I give not my ſelfe hereafter 
to carnall plcaſures but live in all ſincerity and truth, 
as it becommeth thoſe that cat of that immaculate 
Paſchall Lamb. Give me grace, that laying aſide all 
maliciouſne ſſe and envy, I may forgive every one as 
ou haſt forgiven me: give me grace that participa- 
ting of the bread of cternall life, I may be repleniſhed 
with the fruition of thy bleſſed fight in thy ce le ſtiall 
Pa adiſe for ever. And at my reſurrect ion from death, 


appoint me a place, 6 mei citull Lord, at thy heaven- 


ly Table, where I may taſte the new wine in the king- 
dome of thy Fathcr,abiding with thine elc& Angels, 
and ble ſiæd Saints for ever more. Amen,
